murder Filkins, and then committed 
suicide in the reception hall, where but 
a few minutes before he had met Mrs. 
Flikins. 

While pursuing Mrs. Filkins through 
the dining-room into the kitchen, 
Flanders fired two shots at Mr. and 
Mrs. G. H. Thompson of No. 412 North 
Hill street, who were visiting at the 
Filkins home. 

After Flanders had completed his 
murderous work, and Mrs. Filkins lay 
dead jn the kitchen, he retraced his 
steps, fired a shot into his brain and 
fell unconscious on the floor. An hour 
later he died at the Receiving Hospital. 
According to the police, Flanders is 
an oil-well driller and had been in the 
employ of the Westlake Ol Company. 
The officers say that for the past three 
days he had been intoxicated most of 


drunk when he planned and executed 
the details of his awful crime. 

That Flanders was enraged by jeal- 
ousy is, the officers believe, conclu- 
sively proven by a note sent to Filk- 
ins earlier in the day. In this note 
Flanders stated that he wished to 
meet Filkins at the Del Monte saloon 
on West Third street, late in the after- 
noon. Fearing a quarrel, Filkins paid 
o heed to the communication. 

Several times previously Flanders 
had threatened Mr. and Mrs. Filkins, 
but they thought but little of his 
warnings. When Filkins received the 
message from Flanders, during the 
afternoon, he did not suspect that 
Flanders intended murder, but merely 
feared that he might involve him In a 
disgraceful brawl. 

Alarmed by the reports of the re- 
volver, neighbors dashed into the 
Filkins home immedjately after the 
shots were fired. As they entered the 
front door they saw Flanders's body 
lying in a poo! of blood. All retreated 
from the ghastly scene, notifying the 
ice. Several officers in an ambu- 
ce arrived soon afterward, and 
their investigation brought to light 
the terrible facts in the case. 

HOW DEED WAS DONE. 
Miss D. Roberts and Mrs. M. Rob- 
erts were on their front porch at No. 
412 North Hill street, saw Flanders 
waiking hastily north on Hill street. 
Just before he came in front of their. 
house he dropped a package in the 
grass and hurried on. At the time 
they thought nothing of the occur- 
rence, but later they found that the 
package contained cartridges. 
Entering the narrow court which | 
leads to the Filkins cottage, in the rear 
of the Roberts home, Flanders dis- 
appeared. He went directly, to the | 
front door and entered without knock- | 
ing or ringing the bell. For a moment | 
he stood, as though hesitating, and 
then stepped into the reception hall. 
Through a wide doorway opening 
off from this reception hall, Flanders 
saw Mrs. Filkins standing with her 
back to him, talking to Mr. and Mrs. 
Thompson. In a low voice and betray- 
ing no excitement, Flanders called to 
his intended victim. Mrs. Filkins 
turned and advanced. A moment they 
stood conversing in low tones, near 
the middle of the room. 

Uttering a little scream, Mrs. Fu- 
kins suddenly fled toward Mr. and Mrs. 
Thompson. Flanders had drawn a 
28-caliber revolver from his coat pock- 
et. In a moment he had the fatal shot 
at Mrs? Filkins. Then came another 
shot. One of them—the first—took et- 
fect in the small of her back, and the 
other—presumably passing through her 
—buried itself in the panel of a door

Into the pantry Filkins now stum- 
‘bled, and before im lay the lifeless 
form of. his wife, surrounded by a 
pool of gore. At this juncture the dead 
woman's husband sank in a faint to 
the floor. ‘ 

Police officers and surgeons just 
about this time entered the door. Be- 
fore them was the body of the mur- 
derer. Blood flowing from the wound 
in his head was spread profusely over 
the polished floor. A hasty examina- 
tion, however, showed that life was not 
yet extinct. He was hurried to the 
Receiving Hospital, but died before 
the surgeons could operate on him. 

After disposing of Flanders, the po- 
lice caught the trail of blood and fol- 
lowed it into the kitchen, There they 
found Filkins, still unconscious. Find- 
ing that he was unhurt, they removed 
him to a near-by. house. A further 
search revealed the body of the mur- 
dered woman. 

Blood covered everything in the cot- 
tage, and for a time the police were 
unable to learn who had committed 
the awful crime, or how it had been 
done. When Filkins came to his senses, 
he told some of the details—enough to 
establish the identity of the perpetra- 
tor of the dastardly tragedy. 

VICTIM A JUNE BRIDE. 

A pitiful sideof the terrible crime 
came out in the police inquiry. Mrs. 
“Kitty” Filkins married her last hus- 
band on June 1. They took the pretty 
little two-story house on North Hill 
street, and remained there a greater 
part of the time, instead of spending 
their honeymoon on a trip. 

Flanders came to Los Angeles with 
Mrs. Filkins some years ago from New 
York. Three years ago the woman se- 
cured a divorce, and since that time 
friends say Flanders has. “oubhled her. 
She was a comely woman of about 4 
years. Flanders formerly lived in 
Pennsylvania, and was about of the 
same age. 

Wheh Mr. and Mrs. Thompson were 
seen last evening they could tell but 
little about the horrible affair. “About 
all I know,” said Thompson, who is a2 
real estate dealer at No. 206% South | 
Broadway, “is that we got out with- 
out being killed. I consider it a mi- 
racle. 
“I know that Mrs. Filkins and her 
husband were not expecting any 
trouble from her former husband, for 
when he entered the house she seemed 
very much surprised. Until she cried 
out, we did not know that the man 
was going to attack her. and until

Venders of the lacteal ſſuid in Los 
Angeles are beginning to get a 
skimmed-miik palor, and yell “Cheese 
it!” Too much water seems to have 
caused the e*iclation of their erstwhile 
‘blooming features, ity Chemist Mn 
ler discovered it—the water. He also 
discovered that it contained milk. 

No one seems to know exactly 
whether or not it's plain Los Angeles 
River water, or whether it's the prod- 
uct of some dciry pumping plant. Any- 
way, it's water. 

Water is a scarce commodity in Los 
Angeles, owing to the delay in getting 
Owens River here, and the public 
seems to think it shouldn't be wasted 
on ordinary cow-miJk. Hence the 
trouble. 

Mr. Miller claims to have discovered 

considerable quantity of the real 

rticle transparently concealed in sev-. 
eral bottles k the lacteal juice sold bx 
Los Angeles dairymen. Just how much 
milk was used to disguise the presence 
of the water is not definitely known, 
but it has heen strongly hinted that 
the quantity of milk was small in com- 


parison to the amount of water. 


This wholesale waste of aqua pura, 
or aqua river, is not to be tolerated. 
It dairymen insist on welling milk. they 
must sell the real thing. Any dilution, 
during the present stringency of miocis- 
ture, will be resented by the City 
Chemist. As a result of his investiga- 
tions so far, several milk verders are 
already scheduled for the toils of jus- 
tice.

There is a 
vast field for commerce and enter- 
prise, and Americans have the money, 
the goods, and the business sense and 
personal energy to win large profits in 
the South American trade and the 
development of South American indus- 
tries. The only obstatle that stands 
between us and the successful carry- 
ing out of these enterprises is a pretty

The 
development of the island, the inter- 
ests Of American citizens there, and 
the cause of humanity in general, 
would be retarded for generations 
by any attempt on our part to mix up 
in the affairs of Cuba. 

The thing that intelligent and pa- 
triotie Americans wish is that Cuba 
will prove capable to manage her own 
internal affairs and that we will not 
be called upon to raise a hand in re- 
establishing order in the island. Of 
course if it should turn out that the 
present uprising shall develop into 
one of these prolongéd internecine 
contests which for centuries have been 
curse of Latih America, the 
United States, under the Platt amend- 
ment, would be forced to interfere. If 
such a regrettable event should arise, 
the intervention will be jast enough to

MONROVIA WATER STUDY. | 


Scheme of Walling Across Monrovia 
Canyon le Proposed for a 
Reservoir. 

MONROVIA, Aug. 23.—The Board of 
Trustees failed of a quorum this aft- 
ernoon at which to hear the report 
of Orlando K. Parker, water expert, 
as to the possibilities of improving the 
water system ot this city and increas- 


‘ing its output. It is stated, however, 


that one of Expert Parker’s chief rec- 
ommendations will deal with the ques- 
tian of a storage reservoir to be formed 
by walling across a branch of Mon- 
rovia Cafion. 3 

With a Capacity of conserving in the 
winter season a total of at least 50,- 
000,000 gallons of water without the 
expenditure of one cent for strictly 
water-bearing ground at its usual ex- 
travagant cost, this method of in- 
creasing the city’s water supply is de- 
cClared to have the advantage of econ- 
omy. Ovoincident with other changes 
in the pipe line and system, this stor- 
age reservoir can, it is stated, be built 
for a price approximating $30,000. The 
saving of the reservoir water will not 
be the only benefit acquired, nor will 
$30,000 be the entire expenditure recom- 
mended. The stored water 1 
will be conserved for irrigation pur- 
Poses only, and will not at all alter 
conditions in Sawpit Cafion, m 
which a large supply of water now 
comes. 

The formation of Monrovia Cafion 
and its branches presents many favor- 
able points for the building of storage 
dams. Granite boulders split from the 
sides of the mountains can be secured 
close to the building site, and, at the 
point in the cafion most in favor with 
those who have examined it, the gran- 
ite walls of the canon itself will form 
excellent supports for the structure. 

It has been many years since 
rovia has made any large investment 
in water improvements and the finan- 
cial condition of the city now permits 
it to be bonded for sufficient to put 
its present chain of pipe lines from 
the cafions, its wells and pumping sta- 
tions in the condition which will per- 
mit the fullest returns. The temper 
of the voters of the town is favor- 
able toward the question of water 
bonds.

Some one, observes the Boston Tran- 
script, once said of Cecil Rhodes that 
he “thought in continents.” «Truly, 
like all that fellowship of empire 
builders of which he is head and chief, 
his were long, long thoughts—as long 
as from the “Cape to Cairo!”

“made” a large part of the State of 
Florida. The east coast is practically 
his idea and now he has had another 
long thought. This one stretches from 
New York and Chicago to Cuba and 
Panama. 

Changing cars f an annoyance, ac- 
cording to general and well-founded 
conviction. Says Mr, Flagler, “Why, 
merely because you want to go to Cu- 
ba, should you be subject to the un- 
pleasantness of leaving the seat you 
took in your Pullman at Boston, Phil- 
adelphia or Washington?

I shall carry you to Cuba by 
rail.” And so to Cuba by rail you will 
go, if you choose, probably next year.
